throughout the State. (2) The adoption 
of o Uniterm method of certificating teach-

The authority to prescribe a comae of 


Btady is vested in the State Board of Edu- 
cation. 
The responsibility of doing this 


rests with the same body. (General Stat- 
utes of Nevada, 1885, chapter X, paragraph 
1,286.) The State Constitution (Article 
XI, paragraph 169) has wisely established 
the office of Superintendent of Public In- 
struction. The gentleman who fills this 
high office is the actual bead of oar public 
school By stem, and it is to him that we 
naturally look for all needed reforms in 
school matters. Being a member of the 
State Board of Education (paragraph 1,284 
Gen. Stat.), he has a voice in the delibera- 
tions of that body, and his recommenda- 
tions cannot be without great weight with 
his colleagues. Should he advocate a uni- 
form course of stndy for all onr schools 
there can be scarcely any doubt as to the 
result. There is probably but one thing 
lacking in this matter, and that is s>n intel- 
ligent public demand for such a conrse o! 
study as is contemplated by lav. Let us 
consider briefly a few of the reasons for a 
uniform course of study. 


1. Such a coarse of study would secure 


system in methods of instruction, and 
consequently would 
result in 
better 


schools. Generous emulation always re- 
sults in good among schools and with a 
uniform course of study there would be a 


which all school 


strive. 
Con- 


sequently there would ba established a 
uniform standard for admission into the 
different grades of all the schools of the 
State, so that a pupil moving from one 
district into another would be promptly 
placed ia his proper class without any ap- 
preciable lose of time. 


2. A uniform conrse of study tends 


greatly to secure uniformity in text books, 
a consummation devoutly to be wished in 
Nevada, for ns schools are now conducted 
nothing is easier than that a teacher or 
principal may, by introducing "supple- 
mentary reading," reference books, etc., 
set at naught the text books preicribed by 
the Stale Board of Education. 


It is believed that the two reasons given 


for a uniform course of stndy furnish snf- 
ficent ground for the prompt enforcement 
of the law found in the third duty assigned 
to the State Board of Education. If we 
bad a working association of teachers in 
Nevada, it would be the duty of that body 
to formulate a course of stndy and to rec- 
ommend the same for adoption. There 
being no such a-mociatioii in this State it 
occurs to the writer that the Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction could call to his 
assistance a committee composed of lead- 
ing teachers and soliool officers and BO pre- 
pare a course of stndy to be submitted for 
consideration to the Slate Board ot Edu- 
cation. Were this done with the usual 
promptness of onr efficient State Superin- 
tendent, Nevada schools could all begin 
next September with the same course of 
stndy. 


The next school reform to be con- 


sidered in this article is that of a uniform 
method of certificating teachers. It is 
doubtful whether a half dozen people in 
Nevada, lawyers and teachers not excepted, 
can, without consulting the statutes, ex- 
plain fully and clearly the method, or 
methods rather, by which teachers are 
licensed for their work. The State Board 
of Ed a cat ion has power to grant three 
grades of teachers' licenses. 


1. Life Diplomas. 
2. Educational Diplomas, valid for BIX 


years. 


3. State Certificates, valid for three 


years. 


The standard for Life Diplomas in Ne- 


vada is much balow the standard for 
similar diplouos in nearly all Northern 
State*. This is a broad assertion, but it 
has not been made without a careful 
examination of the facts. "Life Diplomat 
may be issued npon all and the earne con- 
ditions as Educational Diplo'mab, except 
thut the applicant must furnish satisfac- 
tory evidence of having been successfully 
engaged in teaching for at least ten years.'' 
From this it will be seen that the granting 
of a Lifo Diploma in Nevada is conditioned 
(1) npon the requirements for an Educa- 
tional Diploma and (2) upon, satisfactory 
evidence of ten years' successful teaching. 
Let n« inquire into the conditions npon 
which Educational Diplomas may be is- 
sued. These diplomas may be issued by 
the State Board of Education "to such 
persons only as have held a State certifi- 
cate or a First grade county certificate for 
at least one >ear," and who shall fnrn'sh 
satisfactory evidence of having been suc- 
cessfully engaged in teaching for at least 
fi>e years, and every application for an 
Educational Diploma must be accompanied 
by a certified copy of resolutions adopted 
by a Board o' Trustees of this State, 
"recomm3i>ding the applicant as a suc- 
cessful teacher and worthy 
of 
such 


diploma." 


The third grade of teacher's licenses 


which may be isiued by the State Board 
of Education, is the State 
Certificate. 


This may ba granted upon an appeal from 
the decision of a County Superintendent 
of Schools, or it may be granted npon the 
presentation of any Life Certificate from 
any State, cr of any State Normal School 
Diploma. 


A careful study of the law npon the sub- 


ject of teachers' licenses reveals the fact 
that the granting of the privilege to teach 
school in Nevada, rests mainly with the 
Connty Snporintendtnts. It ia true that it 


provided for by tyr, but tho facts go to 
show that County Superintendents make 
what are practically^fbnr own rule* for 
the examination and the. certificating of 
teachers in thil State, and this giver us ai 
many standards for teacher*' certificates as 
there are conntiei in Nevada.

When the waste has been stopped by 


cheap insulators, and when other faults 
have been rectified, cheap power in abun- 
dance will be at hand. It will be in an 
abundance that may not be realized in ad' 
vance, unless made the subject of computa- 
tion. To give an idea of the prodigious 
force at onr disposal, so soon as we can 
properly control and use it with the cer- 
tainty with which we are accustomed to 
handle steam engines or water wheels, it is 
only necessary 
to Rive a few figures. 


Should a hole be bored from the east into 
Lake Tahoe, of a size sufficient to dis- 
charge but 200 miner's inches, at a bight 
of 1,500 feet above the Carson valley, 10,- 
000 horse power will be created by its de- 
scent. The bight given is much less than 
could ba had, and the quantity ot water 
will, of course, be understood at its innig- 
nificance compared with what could be 
used, but the power developed by even this 
small flow and at the diminished fall given 
for convenience of calculation, would, after 
a considerable reduction to be allowed for 
loss in transmission, to use the expression 
of a resident engineer of long experience, 


drag the water out of the mines and run 


all the mills on the Comstock." When it 
is remembered that in the course of time, 
and has been said, w>t BO long a time, en- 
ginters will be able to carry this giant's 
strength to any point in the State, and 
when we also remember that Lake Tahoe 
is not the only mighty force that is waiting 
to be harnessed, the future of mining camps 
that now languish for means of cheap re- 
duction of ores will not seem so gloomy. 
When the electricians art ready to supply 
us with machinery that will do the prom- 
ised work, Lake Tahoe will in itself ba a 
power able to perform the duty of hun- 
dreds of engines that we now regard as 
marvels of strength.

The Carson Tribune says: 
If anything was needed to piove the ne- 


cessity of providing for the procuring and 
storage ol water for irrigating and other 
purposes reading the report of the Truckee 
paper should be sufficient. The exit of 
water from Lake Tahoe to the Trsckce 
river has been stopped in consequence ol 
the low watir in the Lake, and from all 
accounts but a very small portion of the 
logs already cut can be floated to the 
Truckee saw muls, and it is stated that by 
the last of June sawing at those mills will 
cease, as there is very little snow on the 
adjacent mountains. 


It seems as if onr Nevada climate bad 


undergone a change, and that per conse- 
quence the farmer will have to realize 
the fact that artificial means must be 
resorted to for procuring water for irriga- 
tion. The proper storage of water should 
be the primal subject for consideration, 
and 
if the State takes the 
matter 


properly in hand, there is no doubt 
but tbat the 
Government 
will 
give 


its aid, and as the Legislature of the State 
has put it within the power of the people 
to make the desired attempts, it will be 
then onr fault if a proper system of irri- 
gation is not inaugurated. The loading 
men of the country are willing to aid in 
any work of the kind, and the sooner 
ate'ps are taken for proper commencement, 
the better.

In the March number of The Resources 


of California, it has this to say about LIB- 
sen county, Cal.: 


Lasaen oounty is bounded on the north 


by Modoo, cast by the State of Nevada, 
senth by Plumaa and west by Shasta. It 
has an area of 4,750 square miles or 3,010-, 
000 acres. Its topography is a succession 
of mountain ranges and valleys, interspread 
with numerous Jakes. The largest located 
in the south-western part of the county is 
called Honey Lake" and is situated in a 
lovely valley of the same name. This val- 
ley is forty-five miles in length, with an 
average width of from tea to filteem miles. 
There are many other valleys which are ex 
ceedingly productive and fertile. 
In the 


eastern central part lie the Madeline plains, 
a large, level tract of land at an altitude of 
5,200 feet, which at some remote period 
was the bed of a lake. These plains com- 
prise about 200,000 acres, which at present 
is covered with a dense growth of sage- 
brush. They,cannot be cultivated without 
irrigation, the only natural source of which 
appears to be in the springs upon their 
borders, where there are excellent stock- 
ranges, affording abundant feed. 
It is 


thought that artesian wells may solve the 
problem of irrigation in the future. 
The 


county is well timbered with pine, spruce 
and fir, which, when transportation facili- 
ties are provided, will be of great value. 
In 1880, the taxable property of the county 
waa valued at $1,230,764 and in 1888, it 
was $2,553,135, nnd the rate o( taxation 
$1 90. Susan-trite, the county sent, is lo- 
cated at the head of Honey Lake valley, 
and is a thriving, prosperous town, and 
when the railroad, now under construction, 
between that point and Reno shall have 
been completed, large accessions to the 
population may be expected. 
Milford, 


Janesville, Johnstonville and Bieber are 
also thriving towns, with good prospects 
for the future.
